GROWTH OF JOHN JOHNSON 


TCbicago Journal. Editorial, May 14.] 

The riso to national prominence 
of John Johnson, whose presiden¬ 
tial candidacy was indorsed yes¬ 
terday by Minnesota Democrats, 
is one of the interesting phenom¬ 
ena of American life. 

Only four years ago he was uu- 
knowu outside of Minnesota, where 
he was a member of the State Sen¬ 
ate and the editor of a country 
newspaper. But in the fall of 1904 
he was elected governor of Minne¬ 
sota by about 0,400 votes, not¬ 
withstanding Roosevelt at the

This shs enough to* attract at¬ 
tention to him, for the election of 
a Democratic governor by a State 
strongly Republican in the presi¬ 
dential contest was unusual. In 
the two years that followed he so 
endeared himself to the people of 
Minnesota that he was trium¬ 
phantly re-elected governor in 
spite of the fact that Republicans 
Dominated a candidate of his own 
raco, his majority being the enor¬ 
mous one of (15,000. 

There must be something in a 
man who could do that, and Dem¬ 
ocrats all over the country began 
to study Johnson and his record. 

To those who are familiar with the 
facts it is not surprising that Dem¬ 
ocrats are fascinated by Johnson’s 
sturdy personality. 

There is much about the man 
that is suggestive of Lincoln. Boin 
in abject poverty, son of adrunken 
blacksmith, the care of Johnson's 
mother, a washer-woman, devel¬ 
oped upon him, and nobly did he 
meet the responsibility. He fouud 
work in a printing office in the 
village of St. Peter, and supported 
his mother from his earnings. The 
evenings were devoted to educat¬ 
ing himself. That task, perform¬ 
ed well, enabled him to become 
editor of the little newspaper in 
whose service he had learned the 
trade of printer. 

Admiration for a boy whoshowB 
such courage is natural. Like Lin¬ 
coln, he had overcome tho handi¬
